Resolved , That the Examining Committees and classes to be ex- 
amined, be required to meet at the place appointed for holding the 
Conference, on Monday night before the commencement of the Ses- 
sion, to commence the examination, so that it may be more thorough 
and the committees be prepared to report the 1st day of the Session 

BOOK DEPOSITORY. 

The Committee appointed under the resolutions of the last Confer- 
ence, to decide upon a plan for the establishment of a Book Deposi- 
tory, and for the circulation of books throughout the Conference, beg 
leave to Report : 

They met in Macon on the 16th of March, there being present — 
W. J. Parks, Jas. E. Evans, E. H. Myers, J. Blakely Smith, O. L. 
Smith, C. R. Jewett, W. J. Sassnett, Joseph S. Key, G. J. Pearce, 
of the Conference. 

Albon Chase, G. B. Haygood, T. M.Furlow, James M. Chambers, 
laymen. 

After mature deliberation, it was thought best to establish a De- 
pository in Macon, under the charge of Rev. John W. Burke, (who 
had been appointed agent of the Tract Society,) under the following 
Constitution : 

Constitution op the Book and Tract Society op the Geor« 

gia Conference. 

Art. 1. This Society shall be known as the Book and Tract So- 
ciety of the Georgia Conference M. E. Church, South. 

Art. 2. The Society shall have a Depository located in the city 
of Macon. 

Art. 3. The operations of the Depository shall be confined to the 
purchase and sale of our own publications and other religious books ; 
to which may be added such classical and school books, as are used 
by Methodist Colleges and Schools — including Stationery, provided, 
that the Agent be allowed to order any unobjectionable books to fill 
orders received by him. Its sales shall be, as far as practicable, for 
cash 

Art. 4. The business of the Society shall be conducted by a 
Book Committee, composed of six members of the Conference, and 
six laymen to be elected by the Conference, and the Agent, who shall 
be elected by the Book Committee. 

Art. 5. The Book Committee shall meet annually on the third 
day of the Conference session, and cause a report, setting forth the 
state of the Depository, to be made to the Annual Conference, at 
which time an election shall be held for the Book Committee. 
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Art. 6. The Book Committee shall appoinkthree of its own num- 
ber as an Exeeutiye Committee, who shall meet, at least, once a 
quarter to receive the report of the Agent, and give him advice, if 
need be. 

Art. 7. The Agent shall travel through the Conference, (as much 
as may be consistent with other interests of the Depository,) present- 
ing its claims, and take, or cause to be taken, collections therefor, in 
all our congregations. 

Art. 8. On the first of December in each year, the Agent shall 
take an account of stock on hand ; making reasonable deductions 
from cost prices on such portions as may from any cause, have depre- 
ciated in value. To this inventory shall be added a statement of his 
other assets, estimating, as nearly as possible, the value of bad and 
doubtful debts, as well as of the liabilities of the concern. Said ex- 
hibit to be presented to the Book Committee, and to the Conference 
at the annual meeting. 

Art. 9. It shall be the duty of the Book Committee, upon con- 
sultation with the Agent, to fix the the prices at which our books 
shall be sold within our bounds ; the per cent, to be allowed to 
wholesale purchasers ; and they shall determine whether said pur- 
chasers may return the books not sold ; also, if any shall be gratuit- 
ously distributed ; they shall fix the salary of the Agent to be paid 
out of the business, and in all respects, direct the operations of the 
Agent, subject to the control of the Annual Conference. 

Art. 10. This Constitution may be altered by a vote of the An- 
nual Conference, at its regular meeting. 

Since that time, the business of the Depository has been success- 
fully conducted. The Agent has traveled through the Conference, 
as far as was consistent with his duty of superintending directly the 
book-selling department. He has thus, by personal application, ad- 
ded something to. the cash capital of the Depository, and has been 
aided in this work also, by some of the Presiding Elders. 

He has also done what he could during these visits to various 
points, to interest the preachers in selling and the people in buying 
books. He has thus diligently fulfilled, as far as possible the duty 
contemplated by the Committee, though it involved the contradic- 
tion of requiring his service as a travelling Agent to collect money, 
and as a stationary book-seller. The incongruity of these offices has 
received the attention of the Executive Committee, as appears from 
their report herewith submitted, from which also the Conference 
may learn what the business of the Depository has been, and what 
is its present condition. That Committee says : 

Report of toe Executive Committee of the Georgia Con- 
ference Book Depository. 

The Committee met in Macon, this December 8th, 1859, and after 
examining into the affairs of the Book Depository, submit the fol- 
lowing Report : 
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The Committee have met quarterly, during the Conference year, 
and examined the books of Rev. J. W. Burke, Agent, and have 
found the same to be correct and kept in business like manner. 

We find the Depository to have b)en managed with, a success that 
has exceeded our most sanguine anticipations, as will appear by the 
Agent’s report, which is herewith submitted.

REMARKS. 



While we are pleased with the success of the business, we think 
it might be greatly increased if the Preachers would send all their 
orders for books to this Depository, and use more effort to extend the 
circulation of our books. The Committee are satisfied from the suc- 
cess of the business, that the Depository has been properly located 
in Macon. We do not think that the Conference could have selected 
a better Agent for the Depository, than the present incumbent, and 
we unanimously recommend that he be re appointed. We think 
that he possesses, in an eminent degree, all the qualificatious neces- 
sary to conduct the enterprise with energy, prudence and success. 

In view of the increased business, the importance of the Agent re- 
maining at the Depository, and the necessity of raising an increased 
capital for the same, we recommend that a travelling Agent be ap- 
pointed. If this suggestion meets the concurrence of the Confer- 
ence, and an active and efficient Agent be appointed, we believe that 
he could raise a sufficient amount to place the Depository in a suc- 
cessful and satisfactory condition, during the next year. With the 
present capital, and an addition to it of seven thousand dollars, the 
Depository could supply all the wants of our people. All of which 
we respectfully submit.

REPORT OF BOARD OF MANAGERS OF MISSIONARY 

SOCIETY. 

The Board of Managerf of the Georgia Conference Missionary So- 
ciety, would report that 

1. The Clayton Mission was served the past year by J. V. M. Mor- 
ris. It has seven appointments, 151 members, 42 probationers, and 
■6 Sunday-schools, with 204 scholars, and has paid the missionary 
-$96 50. It is in a very prosperous condition. 

2. The Flint River Colored Mission was served by Wyatt Brooks, 
has eight appointments, 224 members, 10 probationers, 3 churches, 
8 Sunday-schools, 284 catechumens, and has paid the missionry 
$260 75. 

3. The Forsyth Colored Mission was served by J. L. Neese. It 
has eight appointments, 254 members, 13 probationers, and has given 
$239 60 toward the Missionry cause. 
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4. The Talbot (jolored Mission was served by D. Williamson and 
B. Sanders in connection with the Talbot circuit. It has 414 mem- 
bers, 38 probationers, and large congregations attend the preaching. 

5. The Athens Colored Mission was served by W. A. Parks* and 
H. Cranford, (the first the former, and the latter, the latter part of 
the year.) It has 292 members, 17 probationers, 85 catechumens, 
and has paid $22 for Missions. 

6. The Broad River Colored Mission was served by A J. Deavors. 

It has eight appointments, and 126 members, and has paid the Mis- 
sionary $108. Not very prosperous. 

7. Morganton Mission was served by J. Chambers. It has thir- 
teen appointments, 344 members, 28 probationers and 4 Sunday- 
schools. Paid the Missionary $57 65. 

8. EuJiarlee Mission was served by John Strickland. It has nine 
appoi atments, 145 members, 142 probationers and 1 Sunday-school. 
Paid the Missionary $84 70. Is in good condition. 

9. The Evans ’ Chapel Mission , Atlanta, was served by R. B. Les- 
ter, in connection with Trinity Church. It has 85 members, 49 pro- 
bationers, and a good Sunday-school. Has given $45 75 to Mis- 
sionary cause. 

10. Villa Rica and Haralson Mission was served by J. W. Brady 
and S. A. Clarke. It has seventeen appointments, 528 members, 
50 probationers, 5 Sunday-schools and 200 scholars. Has raised the 
past year for Missionaries $147. Conference collections, $10, Bish- 
op’s fund $5. 

11. The Upson Colored Mission was served by W. C. Rowland. 
It has nine appointments, 235 members, 90 probationers, and 130 
catechumens. 

12. The Hancock Colored. Mission was served by R. J. Harwell. 
It has 710 members and 200 catechumens. 

13. The McIntosh Mission was served by R. N. Cotter. It has 
three appointments, 124 members, 89 probationers, 3 Sunday-schools, 
85 pupils. Has paid $240 50 to the Missionary for the past year. 

14. The Culloden and Knoxville Mission was served by Morgan 
Bellah. It has four appointments, 182 members, 132 probationers, 
and 100 catechumens. The Missionary preaches to over 1,000 ne- 
groes. 

15. The Macon City Mission was served by J. M. Armstrong. It 
has 79 members, 30 probationers, and a Sunday-school with about 
75 scholars. This Mission has never had a church edifice. One is 
now building which will cost some $5,000. Over $3,000 of which 
has been paid, and subscriptions for a portion of the remainder have 
been made. 

16. The Macon Colored Mission was served by G. H.-Patillo. It. 
has 445 members, 329 probationers, and 160 catechumens. Raised 
$18 65 for Foreign Missions. In a very good condition. 
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17. Putnam Colored Mission was served by 0. S. Means It has 
337 members, 93 probationers, with 9 appointments. Has raised 
fot Missions $298. 

18. Fort Valley Mission was served by J. B. Powell. It has 465 
members, and 87 probationers, and it is in a flourishing condition. 

19. The Emauuel Mission was served by T. Boring. It has 158 
members, 21 probationers and has paid $95 40 for Missions. 

20. The Chattahoochee Colored Mission was served bp E. N. Bo- 
land. It has 11 appointments, 368 members, 33 probationers, 240 
catechumens and has paid $280 toward its ^jipport. It is prosperous. 

21. The Isabella Mission was served by T. B. Lanier. It has 9 
appointments, 144 members, 91 probationers, and 1 Sunday-school 
with 35 scholars. Has paid $136 toward its own support. 

22. Ihe Asbury Mission Augusta, was served by J. M. Dickey. 
It has 104 members, 41 probationers, and a flourishing Sunday- 
school. An excellent brick cliurch has been erected during the 
year, and the Mission is prosperous. 

23. The Trinity Colored Mission, Augusta, was served by R. A. 
Conner. It has 625 members, 85 probationers, a Sunday-school with 
175 catechumens, and has paid $28 15 Missionary money. It is in 
a thriving condition. 

24. The Harris and Hamilton Colored Mission was served by W. 
IV. Tidwell. It has 21 appointments, 200 members, and 50 proba- 
tioners. Paid $48 to the Missionary. The Missionary has baptised 
230 children, and reports it to be “a great field for doing good.” 

25. Cusseta Mission was served by J. H. Robinson and J. T, Ber- 
ry. It has 135 members, and 14 probationers. It has become con- 
nected with the circuit. 

26. Montice'lo Colored Mission was served by T. S. Tyson. It 
has 475 members and 45 probationers. 

27. Dawsonville Mission was served by J. J. Singleton. Report- 
ed to bo in a pretty good condition. It has been merged into adjoin- 
ing circuits. 

28. Factory Mission was served by M. IT. Hebbard. It has four 
appointments, 150 members, 4 schools, 120 scholars. It paid $66 85 
to the Missionary. It is in a healthy condition. 

29. Paulding Mission, has 73 members and 16 probationers. — 
Mission is said to be flourishing. 

30. Columbus Colored Mission was served by D. O’Driscoll. It 
has 647 members and 108 probationers. Said to be flourishing. ' 

31. Pierce Colored Mission was also served by D. O’ Driscoll. It 
has only 18 members and 4 probationers, 1 Sunday-school and 160b 
scholars. It promises some good. 

32. The Morgan Colored Mission was served by H. Cranford and” 
C. A. Mitchell, by the former the early and the latter, the latter part 
of the year. One of the Missionaries recommends iis discontinu- 
ance. It has 124 members, 11 probationers and unimproving. 
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33. The Bethel Mission has been served by It. Dagnall. It has 
20 appointments, 200 catechumens. Membership is reported in re- 
turns from Bethel circuit. Mission has paid $184 for Missionary. 

34. Altamaha Mission was served by J. E. Sentell. It has 20 
members, 7 probationers and 90 catechumens. Paid the Missiona 
ry $605 75. 

35. The Coiceta Colored Mission was served by J. O. Wright 
and J. Huiston. It has 265 members and 67 probationers. It has 
raised $46 75 Missionary money. 

36. The Haickinsville Colored Mission was served by Jas. Dun- 
woody. It has 5 appointments, 125 members, 7 probationers. Pros- 
pect not flattering. 

37. Columbus Factory Mission was served by W. J. Wardlaw. — 

It has 225 members, 55 probationers, and a Sunday-school with 200 
scholars. It is doing good. 

38. Everett Mission was servee by L. G. Evans. It has 6 appoint- 
ments, 214 members, 74 probationers, and has paid Missionary $300. 

39. Ocmulgee Colored Mission was served by E. A H. McGehee. 

It has 6 appointments, 240 members, 43 probationers and 60 cate- 
chumens. It is prospering. 

40. Glasscock Mission was served by J. G. Worley. It has five 
appointments, 143 members, 38 probationers. Missionary collection 
$11 60. 

41. Andrew Chapel , Savannah, was served by B. F. Breedlove. 
It has 430 members, 70 probationers and 100 catechumens. Its con- 
dition is very good. 

42. The Currahee Mission was served by J. H. Mashburn. It has 
10 appointments, 873 members, 86 probationers, and 5 Sunday- 
schools, with 77 scholars ; 30 conversions in the Sunday-schools. It 
has raised $127 10 for the Mission. 

43. The Burke Colored Mission was served by Jas. Jones. It has 
8 appointments, 953 members, 43 probationers, 200 catechumens. — 
This Mission is self-supporting. Has paid $800 to the Missionary. 

We have received no report from the Missionaries serving Troup 
Colored Mission, nor Palmetto Colored Mission. 

The Board of Managers of the Georgia Conference Missionary 
Society would return most devout thanks to Almighty God, for the 
preservation of the lives of all the Missionaries in the bounds of the 
Georgia Conference during the past year, and for the more than 
usual measure of success which has attended their labors. 

Whilst there are these causes for gratitude and congratulations, 
there is also a pleasing evidence, manifested by the past year’s col- 
lections of the continued and increasing interest which our member- 
ship feels in the great and noble objects for which the Missionary 
Society of the M. E. Church, South, and our own Missionary Socie- 
ty were organized; namely, the preaching of the gospel to the poor 
and neglected — the negro and the Indian, and the recovery of the 
heathen world to the knowledge and th« love of God. 
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By reference to the past four years, we find that our collections 
were, in 1854, $16,871 15; 1856,021,615 94; 1858,023,145 03. 
Showing the gratifying increase of nearly fifty per centum in five 
years ; and in connexion with this increase the additional fact, that 
whereas we did but a few years ago barely support the missions with- 
in our own bounds — sometimes indeed were compelled to assume the 
humiliating posture of begging from our parent society the means of 
supporting some of these — (whilst of course we gave nothing toward 
the support of the Missionaries in the foreign field :) now , we sup- 
port those who preach to our negroes and poor, and also contribute 
a small amount to the support of the Indian, German and other do- 
mestic missions beyond our boundaries and to the China Mission. 

'But with the flattering exhibit before us, we are compelled to ask, 
are we doing our whole duty as preachers and people to the cause of 
Domestic and Foreign Missions ? 

Are 50,000 Methodists in one of the richest Conferences in the 
Church, South, meeting the demands of God and the claims of men 
by paying $23,000 into the treasury of the Missionary Society ? If 
not, where is the blame ? Are the consciences of the people en- 
lightened by instructive pulpit and pastoral efforts ? Can it be pos- 
sible that this is done, and yet such comparatively meagre results 
are seen? Let us think of the claims of humanity at home and 
abroad upon us ; enlighten ourselves as to our wants, and press the 
duty of giving as the Lord hath given ability upon our members andi 
congregations, until our collections shall be increased ten fold* 

Much is yet to be done, even within the limits of the Georgia Con- 
ference, before the perishing white and black man shall have the 
word of life. If so with us, how must it be with our younger and 
less wealthy or more unsettled Conferences ? 

Besides this, the poor Indian pleads for our compassion, as we cul- 
tivate lands once his own, and tread upon the soil where lie buried 
his kindred. And as we look forth upon u the world” “Say not ye, 
there are yet four months and then cometh the harvest, for behold ! 
lift up your eyes and look on the fields ; they are white already to 
the harvest — and he that reapeth receiveth wages and gathereth fruit 
into life eternal ” (John, 4: 35, 36.) Yet, how little we are doing 
as a Conference or as a church for the world beyond our limits ? — 
Does, can the China Mission clear us of guilt, whilst the world is 
our parish ond we are to preach the gospel to every creature, whom 
by our means we can reach. 

Think of what other Churches in these United States are doing' 
for Domestic and especeially for Foreign Missions. Think of the 
Northern M. E. Church, sending its Missionaries to China, India, 
to Bulgaria, to Gemany, and to South America, whilst it neglects not 
its own poor. 

May the Searcher and Enlightener of hearts teach us our duty and 
give us grace to discharge it — not grudgingly, but cheerfully— for 
the Lord loveth a cheerful giver .

RESOLUTIONS. 

Whereas, it is believed, by many members of this body that inas- 
much as we now have under our care and patronage, so many colleges, 
and other interests, such as Sabbath-schools, The Missionary Society, 
The Preacher’s Aid Society, The Fund of Special Relief, etc., etc., to 
look after by which of necessity a large amount of the time of the Con- 
ference is taken up in financial and iwsin ess matters, which, although 
important in themselves, and perhaps essential te our success as a 
Church, do nevertheless very much eneroach on the time that other- 
wise might be, and in fact that ought to be given to looking more 
closely iuto the spiritual condition and wants of our Church, we deem 
it important, v stly important, that some remedy be applied by this 
body so that if the evil complained of cannot be entirely cured, it may 
at least be greatly abated. ‘‘This if done, may and doubtless will re- 
sult in great spiritual good both to the ministry and membership of 
the Church in our bounds. ,, To accomplish this desirable object, we 
whose names are hereunto affixed, being membe r s of this body, do ask 
the Georgia Conference now assembled, to concur in and adopt the 
following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the Georgia Conference will, and they do hereby 
set apart the 8th day, viz: Wednesday of each succeeding Annual 
Conference, exclusively to co isider, look into and endeavor to devise 
means to promote the spiritual condition of our Church in our bounds, 
and that on said day the Presiding Bishop" be requested to address the 
Conference aftej the reports of standing Committees, as provided for 
hereafter shall have been made, on such topics as he may judge most 
appropriate, and as may best subserve the ends herein contemplated. 

2. Resolved, There be a standing Committee appointed by this Con- 
ference composed of members of this body corresponding in nmmber 
with the number of P. E districts in the Conference, to whom all the 
reports contemplated in the following resolutions, shall be made in 
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writing by the close of the 4th day of each session, and that said 
standing Committee shall receive and examine such reports, and shall 
from materials thereby furnished, prepare and present on the Wed- 
nesday ab* 7 e specified a report to this body the better to enable the 
Conference to judge of the true spiritual state of the Church, and to 
aid in devising and recommending plans to promote its interests, said 
Committee shall also be expected to prepare business, make recom- 
mendations, and if need be, prepare resolutions for the action of the 
body on that subjeet only.

The number of families visited where he has prayed with them. The 
number of times he has administered or aided in so doing the sacra- 
ment of the Lord’s Supper. 

8. Each stationed or circuit preacher in charge shall report the num- 
ber of sermons preached by him. The number of pastoral visitations.

RESOLUTIONS OF BOARD OF MANAGERS OF SUNDAY- 
SCHOOL SOCIETY. 

By a resolution passed at its Annual Meeting in December, 1851, 
the Treasurer is authorized to grant a donation of books to the value 
of $5, to any Sabbath-school which a Quarterly Meeting Conference 
might recommend as needing such a donation. And at its meeting 
on December 27th, 1853, it was further 

Resolved , That hereafter the Treasurer be authorized to grant $10 
worth of books to any new Sunday-school, in a destitute neighbor- 
hood, any three of whose teachers shall pledge themselves to keep it 
up, without suspension, during the winter months, for Jive successive 
years. 

(To these resolutions we must adhere in making donations.) 

At the recommendation of the Board of Managers of the Sunday- 
School Society, the following resolutions were adopted : 

Resolved , That a collection be taken up on all the Stations and Cir- 
cuits in the month of March, or before, for Sunday-school purposes in 
the Georgia Conference, to be remitted to the Treasurer of the Sunday- 
School Society, J. Blakely Smith. 

Resolved , That we constitute this Society auxiliary to the Sunday- 
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School-Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, established 
by the last General Conference ; and that we transmit to the Parent 
Society one-fifth of our general collections. 

Note : — This resolution has reference to the standing order of Conference 
requiring collections for the Sunday-School Society to be taken up in March, 
all of which are to be forwarded to J. Blakely Smith, at Macon, who will trans- 
mit to the Treasurer of the Parent Society, at Nashville, the required one-fifth. 

Resolved, That the Constitution of the Society he so changed as to 
require each member to pay fifty cents annually as the consideration 
of membership therein. 

Resolve d, That the Constitution be so changed as to render the 
Board permanent in office ; and at the recommendation of the Board, 
the Conference fill any vacancy. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved , That all preachers who are not present, to stand their 
examination, be required to be examined before two Committees at 
the following Conference. 

Resolved, That it be the duty of the P. Elders to make, diligent 
efforts to raise a fund for the augmentation of the cash capital of the 
Publishing House, until the pledge made at the session of the Georgia 
Annual Conference, December 1858, be fulfilled; and that the amounts 
be distributed to the districts according to the assessment of the Board 
of Finance. 

Resolved, That the older members of this Conference cooperate with 
the members of the S. C. Conference, in gathering up statistics and 
reminiscences of early Methodism, and furnish the same to the His- 
torical Society of the South Carolina Conference. 



FAST DAYS. 

Resolved, That the first Friday in May and September, be observed 
as days of fasting and prayer throughout the Conference — the first 
with special reference to the Missionary cause and the revival of the 
work of God throughout the connection ; and that of September with 
special reference to our Literary Institutions. And that our preach- 
ers be, and they are hereby requested, to call our people together at 
their respective places of worship on those days. 
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
